For many years this comntry baa 


domiciled thousands of tho finest spo- 
imens of live stock in tbe world, but 
u spite of that fact the quality and 
productive capacity of the average 
arm herd and flock is still low. For 
nstauce, the average dairy cow iu tbe 
United States yields ouly about 4,oOO 
pouudsotmiik a year, scarcely two- 
birds tbe average production in some 
European countries, such an Denmark. 
Tbe United States has thousands of 
:ows 
which have milk yields of more 


ban 12.000 pounds-double tbe Danish 
average—but on tbe other hand it has 
hundreds of thousands which are kept 
for milk and yet yield only • small 
fraction of tho product of the beet cows 
although receiving nearly as much 
feed and care 


Tbe difference in milk yield is due 
u large measure to a difference in 
breeding, but a herd of low production 
:an be improved rapidly by tho use of 
a pure bred sire from a family of high 
producers. 


Among all classes of stock a simi- 


lar condition exists. Proper breeding of 
beef animals results in better and 
more uniform stock, having a greater 
percentage of desirable cuts of meat 
,nd a smaller quauity of bone, offal, 
and inedible parts. Likewise in ewine, 
sneep. goats and poultry production, 
the femd of parent stock largely deter- 
mines tbe quality aud marked value 
of the products. The crusade lor impro 
vetnent now to be undertaken is the 
outgrowth of investigations in genetics 
of live fetocks observations iu many 
countries, and a close btudy of public 
opinion.

There is now on display in London 


carpets that surprise those who are 
unacquainted with the strides made in 
manufacture by British factories dur- 
injt the war. The carpets are claimed 
to be exact reproductions of rare East- 
ern carpets and are offered at prices 
not raueh higher than ordinary loom 
productions. 


The most remarkable feature about 


them is considered to be tlie true ren- 
dering of that eastern luster which 
has hither'o defied successful copying. 
Some of the most notable reproduc- 
tions are those of tlie seventeenth cen- 
rary coronaiioE carpets which were 
niade for the shah of Persia, the Kfcor- 
assan ri;c and the famous carpet 
manufactured for tlie Sheik Isniaii, the 
original of •which hangs ia ihe Victoria 
snd Albert museum of London, and 
there are copies of others from cathe- 
drals and art galleries. 


The carpets vary in size and have till 


been made in a British factory during 
the last three or four vears.
